Applicant contends that Kutcher's filters are not application-specific interfaces, and that the combination of Barritz and Kutcher does 
not disclose or suggest the claimed element of application-specific interfaces (Applicant's remarks, page 7, first paragraph). 

However, the examiner disagrees with Applicant's characterization. Kutcher expressly discloses filters that are specific to particular 
performance monitoring utilities (see, for example, column 8, lines 43-48). The filters are "interfaces" because they accept input from the 
performance monitoring utilities and produce key-value pairs as output. A performance monitoring utility is an "application" per se, 
notwithstanding Applicant's suggestion that Kutcher distinguishes between the performance monitoring utilities and other client 
applications (Applicant's remarks, page 6, last paragraph). In fact, Kutcher discloses, "A particular performance monitoring utility may 
not generate the same performance data as another performance monitoring utility, so the key-value pairs for the particular application 
may contain only a subset of all the possible keys," (see column 3, lines 43-47). Therefore, the filters are specific to particular 
applications, and Kutcher teaches "application-specific interfaces." 

Furthermore, it should be noted that independent claims 1,12 and 19 recite, "application-specific interfaces ... applicable to specific 
performance management tools." From the plain language of the claims, a reasonable interpretation of the term "application-specific" is 
that it means "applicable to specific performance management tools." As noted above, the filters taught by Kutcher are applicable to 
specific performance management tools, and are thus "application-specific" filters or "interfaces." 

Moreover, although Applicant contends that the application-specific interfaces "couple the performance management tools to the 
applications that the performance management tools are designed to monitor" (Applicant's remarks, page 7, second paragraph), this 
intended use of the application-specific interfaces is not recited in the rejected claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
